| Poſt, but which was more, to defend the Breach 
with his Company alone. Sir John Wilford could 
by no means give Credit to a Fanfaronado ſo un- 
reaſonably grounded, for he was abundantly ſa- 
tisfy d of the Intrepidity and Fury of the French.
